ANNUAL  REPORT.  1909. 


Gentlemen, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1909,  the  estimated  population  for 
your  district  was  7,5 1 1. 

The  estimate  has  been  made  by  adding  the  births  and  sub¬ 
tracting  the  deaths  since  the  census  in  1901.  With  the  addition 
of  the  total  produced  by  multiplying  the  number  of  new  houses 
for  the  year  by  the  average  population  per  house  (4.9)  existing 
at  the  last  census.  This  method  has  been  used  on  account  of 
the  difficulty  presented  by  the  Borough  Extension  of  1892. 

Building  is  making  rapid  progress  in  the  Stonegravels’ 
portion  of  your  district,  thirty  new  houses  being  erected  at  the 
present  time. 

There  are  1,475  inhabitable  houses  at  the  present  time,  the 
past  year  having  seen  no  less  than  sixty-five  of  these  erected, 
and  certificates  of  habitation  granted. 

BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS. — During  the  year  there  were 
256  births  of  legitimate  children,  of  these  143  were  males  and 
1 13  females.  Two  births  belonging  to  the  district  occurred  in 
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the  Union  Workhouse,  these,  together  with  thirteen  illegitimate 
bring  the  total  to  271  births,  being  a  decrease  of  9  over  last  year, 
and  an  increase  of  39  over  1907. 

The  birth-rate  is  36  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population,  as  against  26.5  for  England  and  Wales  during 
1908. 

The  deaths  registered  during  the  year  were  82,  showing  an 
increase  of  7.  Of  these,  46  were  males  and  36  females,  yeilding 
a  death-rate  of  10.9  per  thousand  per  annum  of  the  estimated 
population,  and  being  the  lowest  recorded  in  your  district  as 
far  as  I  am  able  to  obtain  the  records,  i.e.,  since  1901. 

Eight  deaths  occurred  in  Institutions  outside  our  distri  c 
of  people  belonging  to  it,  making  a  total  of  90  and  a  corrected 
death-rate  of  11.9,  showing  a  decrease  over  last  year,  which 
was  12.3,  and  also  the  lowest  on  record  since  1899. 

Last  year  the  death-rate  for  England  aud  Wales  was  14.7, 
and  for  the  whole  County  13.38,  so  that  we  are  below  either. 
The  deafhs  were  less  than  one-third  of  the  births. 

A  rough  classification  of  the  causes  of  death  is  as  follows  : 

Zymotic  or  Specific  Febrile  Diseases  : — Measles  8, 
Scarlet  Fever  3,  Diphtheria  5,  Septic  3,  Rheumatic  Fever  1, 
Epidemic  Influenza  1. 

Constitutional  Diseases  : — Phthisis  7,  other  Tubercular 
Diseases  3,  Cancer  4,  Convulsions  7. 

Local  Diseases  : — Alimentary  3,  Respiratory  18,  Cir¬ 
culatory  5,  Nervous  6. 

Developmental  Diseases  : — Premature  Birth  3,  Senility 
1,  Accidents  of  Parturition  1,  Inanition  3. 
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Accidental  : — Accidents  2. 

The  ages  at  which  death  occurred  ranged  from  a  few 
minutes  to  90  years.  Fifteen  deaths  occurred  at  or  about  65 
years  of  age.  Seven  deaths  were  due  to  Phthisis,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  1.16.  Respiratory  diseases  were  responsible  for 
18  deaths,  showing  a  Respiratory  death-rate  of  24  per  thousand 
population. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. — Thirty  infants  died  under 
the  age  of  one  year,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  110.7 
per  1,000  births,  being  17.9  per  thousand  more  than  last  year. 
Seeing  that  five  of  these  were  the  result  of  premature  birth, 
accounting  for  18.4  per  thousand  of  the  rate,  it  leaves  us  with 
a  rate  for  full  time  children  much  the  same  as  last  year,  namely 
I9°9  =  92-3  and  1908  =  92.8,  with  one  premature  birth. 

Marasmus  again  accounts  for  a  large  portion  of  our 
Infantile  Mortality,  18.4  per  thousand  taking  this  with  Con¬ 
vulsions,  which  are  nearly  always  the  result  of  in-correct 
feeding,  we  find  nine  deaths  and  a  rate  of  33.21  per  thousand 
births. 

This  is  not  satisfactory,  and  again  I  ask  you  to  take 
decisive  steps  to  diminish  your  Infantile  Mortality-rate  by 
bringing  into  force  the  Act  for  the  notification  of  births  and 
making  suitable  arrangements  such  as  those  recommended  last 
year  for  the  proper  education  of  ignorant  mothers  on  the  subject 
of  child  rearing  and  feeding. 

The  Infantile  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  121 
in  1908,  and  for  the  County  120  for  the  same  period,  being  ten 
less  than  either,  we  are  able  to  consider  ourselves  improving 
in  this  respect. 
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The  chief  causes  of  death  were  as  follows  : — 

Bronchitis  3,  Convulsions  4,  Marasmus  5,  Premature  Birth 
5,  Measles  3,  Diptheria  2,  and  Enterites  (Diarrhoea)  2.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.- 

— During  the 

past  year  55 

cases  of  notifiable  diseases  has  occurred,  as  follows  : — 

Scarlet  Fever’ 33,  Erysipelas  4,  Diptheria  18.  Twenty-one 
of  these  were  notified  in  the  first  two  months  and  20  in  the 
last  two  months  of  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  last  year  we  had  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
Poplar  Place,  Stand  Road  and  Stanforth  Street.  There  were  9 
more  cases  as  a  risult  of  this  outbreak  in  the  same  district. 
With  regard  to  Diphtheria  this  was  present  in  Newbold  Village 
and  Brockwell,  from  which  eight  further  cases  arose.  During 
the  end  of  January,  this  disease  also  showed  itself  in  Sanforth 
Street  and  in  the  Sheffield  Road  without  the  source  being 
traced,  and  from  which  there  were  five  notifications, 
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Measles  showed  themselves  during  the  middle  of  January 
in  a  few  sporadic  cases.  The  disease  spread  however  so  rapidly 
that  in  the  middle  of  February  it  became  epidemic.  At  the 
Infant  Department  of  the  Edmund  Street  School  there  was  an 
attendance  of  58  children  only  out  of  a  possible  109,  and  in 
consequence  I  recommended  the  temporary  closure  to  March 
1st.  On  reassembing  the  attendance  was  fifteen  out  of  a 
possible  108,  and  the  closure  was  continued  to  March  22nd, 
when  the  epidemic  seemed  to  be  less  though  several  fresh  cases 
kept  occurring  in  the  Newbold  Village  area.  The  attendance 
at  the  Newbold  Church  of  England  School  being  materially 
affected  by  it  until  after  the  Easter  Vacation. 

During  the  last  two  months  there  have  been  twenty 
notifications  of  infectious  disease,  part  at  Brockwell,  and  the 
rest  along  the  Sheffield  Road  and  at  Stonegravels.  Ten  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever  arose  among  children  attending  the  same  class¬ 
room  at  school,  in  which  there  had  been  a  case  a  short  time 
previously,  the  child  living  in  the  Old  Whittington  area. 
Other  cases  arose  in  the  same  class-room,  but  being  in  the 
Whittington  area,  I  am  not  able  to  say  exactly  how  many. 

The  death-rate  for  the  seven  Symotic  Diseases  is  2.1  per 
1,000  as  compared  with  1.29  for  England  and  Wales  in  1908. 
Five  cases  of  Diphtheria,  three  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  eight  of 
Measles  terminated  fatally.  There  were  not  any  cases  of 
Puerperal  Fever.  Three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  sent  to 
Penmore  Isolation  Hospital. 

There  have  not  been  any  “  return  ”  cases  of  infectious 
disease  during  the  past  year.  All  infected  houses  have  been 
visited,  directions  for  Nursing,  etc.,  left,  and  afterwards  they 
have  been  disinfected  by  means  of  Sulphur  Dioxide  and  Sulphur 
Candles. 
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EXAMINATION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN.— The 

children  of  the  Schools  in  your  area  have  been  examined 
carefully  in  accordance  with  the  L.G.B.  Schedule  of  Medical 
Inspection,  and  upon  the  same  lines  as  last  year,  namely  those 
reaching  the  age  of  5  and  13  during  the  year. 

I  have  received  the  utmost  courtesy  from  all  teachers  and 
others  concerned  in  the  work,  the  help  of  whom  has  been  very 
valuable. 

In  every  case  the  parents  of  the  children  have  been  invited 
to  be  present  at  the  examination,  which  was  conducted  in  the 
same  places  as  last  year. 

During  the  year  301  children  have  been  examined,  with  the

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  securing  a  remedy 
for  the  conditions  found,  and  this  is  by  no  means  always  due  to 
the  poverty  of  the  parents  but  to  their  neglect.  One  case  in 
particular  of  a  child  who  is  mentally  deficient,  could  be  vastly 
improved  by  medical  attention,  as  was  proved  by  the  patient 
being  under  treatment  for  a  short  time,  during  which  she  made 
rapid  strides  to  recovery,  yet  the  parents  have  not  taken  the 
trouble  to  go  on  with  the  treatment  which  would  have  been 
done  without  any  expense  at  all  to  themselves  by  taking  the 
child  to  a  Hospital.  Another  case  in  which  the  parents  are  in 
receipt  of  excellent  wages,  they  neglect  to  provide  this  child 
with  glasses  for  deficient  vision,  even  though  they  have  been 
repeatedly  visited  and  asked  to  do  so  both  by  the  Nurse  and 
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myself.  Whilst  we  have  no  means  of  securing  a  remedy  for 
deficiencies  found,  the  examination  of  School  Children  is  in 
danger  of  becoming  farcicial.  Children  near  the  age  of  13 
frequently  leave  the  Schools  before  any  remedy  has  been 
obtained,  and  there  in  many  instances  are  entirely  neglected. 

I  cannot  attach  any  blame  to  the  Nurse  for  so  few  cases 
being  remedied,  for  she  fulfils  her  duties  to  the  uttermost  and 
frequently  does  much  more  than  is  actually  her  duty  in  trying 
to  obtain  a  remedy,  but  I  do  consider  some  steps  should  be 
taken  towards  obliging  the  parents  where  possible  to  remedy 
such  defects  as  lie  in  their  power. 

NEWBOLD  MOOR  SCHOOL. 

Last  year  I  called  attention  in  my  report  to  the  state  of 
the  play-ground,  the  roofing  and  the  fall-pipes,  all  of  which 
were  unsatisfactory.  No  attempt  whatever  has  been  made  to 
remedy  this. 

Ventilation.  No  improvement  has  been  made  in  the 
Class-rooms  occupied  by  Standards  I.,  II.,  V.  and  VI.,  and  III. 
with  IV. 

Warming.  This  is  still  very  unsatisfactory,  and  no  steps 
have  been  taken  towards  any  improvement  other  than  the 
provision  of  fire-guards  for  the  open  stoves.  Only  twice  in  30 
days  of  winter  has  the  temperature  of  the  Infant  Department 
been  up  to  the  required  standard,  and  for  more  than  half  the 
time  the  temperature  has  not  reached  550  and  has  been  as  low 
as  420. 

I  find  that  the  teachers  are  doing  their  utmost  to  keep  up 
the  average  temperature  at  the  cost  of  proper  ventilation  # 
This  is  very  unsatisfactory. 
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In  the  main  room  the  temperature  has  only  been  up  to 
the  required  standard  twelve  times  in  forty-two  days,  and  in 
the  odd  class-room  only  five  times  out  of  forty-two  days,  and 
here  the  temperature  has  been  as  low  as  38°  !  ! 

The  escape  pipe  from  the  hot  water  apparatus  has  a  leak 
in  it  so  that  steam  frequently  enters  the  class-room  of  standards 
III.  and  IV.  by  this  source. 

Equipment. — There  is  still  much  over-crowding  through¬ 
out  the  school  as  last  year. 

Sanitation. — No  improvement  has  taken  place  over  last 
year.  The  boy’s  urinal  still  requires  an  efficient  trap.  The 
number  of  closets  are  still  inadequate  also  of  wash  hasins.  The 
pail  closets  are  unsatisfactory,  and  again  I  recommend  the 
water  carriage  system  to  be  adopted. 

Cloak  Rooms. — These  remain  exactly  as  last  year  and 
are  extremely  unsatisfactory. 

EDMUND  STREET  SCHOOL. 

This  school  requires  more  wash-basins  as  mentioned  last 
year,  it  is  also  over-crowded  in  some  of  the  rooms.  The  drain 
from  the  girl’s  closet  appears  to  be  “  choked,”  at  all  events  it 
is  not  acting  properly.  Otherwise  this  school  is  satisfactory. 

NEWBOLD  CHURCH  OF  ENGLAND  SCHOOL. 

Playground. — Attention  was  drawn  to  the  unsatisfactory 
state  of  the  play-ground  last  year  and  no  steps  have  been 
taken  to  remedy  it. 

Ventilation. — It  was  pointed  out  in  my  last  report  that 
the  ventilation  of  this  school  is  far  from  efficient  in  all  the 
class-rooms.  More  window  space  could  be  very  easily  made 
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to  open  at  trifling  expense  so  that  there  is  no  reasonable 
excuse  for  this  not  being  done.  When  visited  at  different  times 
the  atmosphere  of  the  school  was  decidedly  oppressive  and 
unhealthy. 

Heating. — The  temperature  has  varied  from  41  °  to  550 
and  in  the  babies  room  which  should  be  6oQ  at  all  times  it  is 
rarely  over  550  and  this  is  only  procured  by  closing  all  the 
windows  so  that  the  only  ventilating  space  for  the  purpose  is 
the  small  McKinnell’s  ventilator  in  the  roof.  This  is  not 
satisfactory  and  it  should  receive  prompt  attention.  It  is 
absolutely  essential  for  better  ventilation  to  be  obtained 
without  reducing  the  temperature  further. 

Sanitation. — Urinal. — The  surface  around  the  trap  should 
be  cemented  again  where  it  is  broken  away,  the  earth  being 
exposed  and  allowing  all  the  urine  to  drain  into  it.  This  was 
mentioned  last  year. 

Lavatories. — There  are  insufficient  wash  basins,  two  only 
being  present  instead  of  twelve. 

Cloak  Rooms. — One  of  these  has  no  ventilation  and  no 
heating ,  irrespective  of  it  having  been  mentioned  in  my  last 
report. 

WATER  SUPPLY.— The  supply  of  water  is  derived 
from  the  reservoirs  of  the  Chesterfield  Water  Board.  The 
amount  has  been  adequate  throughout  the  year.  Ten  houses 
only  are  without  this  supply,  depending  upon  surface  wells, 
the  water  of  which  has  been  satisfactory. 

SEWAGE  WORKS. — The  sewage  effluent  has  been 
much  more  satisfactory  this  year.  In  the  quarterly  reports 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County  we  have  been 
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classed  satisfactory,  after  his  detailed  examination  of  the 
effluent.  A  large  filter  bed  has  been  partly  constructed,  its 
completion  is  awaiting  the  result  of  the  Order  of  Amalgamation 
with  Whittington. 

SCAVENGING  . — There  has  been  no  complaints  under 
this  heading  during  the  past  year  in  reference  to  the  removal 
of  the  night  soil. 

Last  year  in  my  report  I  strongly  recommended  the 
Council  to  adopt  the  Public  Healths  Amendment  Act  of 
1907,  or  at  least  Parts  II.,  III.  and  IV.  of  the  same  Act,  relating 
to  Streets  and  Buildings,  Sanitary  Provisions,  and  Infectious 
Diseases,  to  empower  your  Inspector  to  have  greater  control 
over  the  yards  of  houses,  of  the  provision  and  conversion  of 
closet  accomodation,  and  that  dairymen  shall  notify  infectious 
diseases  amongst  their  servants.  I  again  ask  you  to  consider 
this. 


Frequent  complaint  has  been  received  from  the  smoke 
arising  from  “  the  firing  of  chimneys  ”  and  also  that  arising 
from  some  of  the  factories  in  your  area.  In  one  case  inhabitants 
have  moved  to  another  abode  in  consequence  of  this 
nuisance,  having  been  advised  to  do  so  by  their  family 
Physician. 

SANITATION.  —During  the  year  65  new  houses  have 
been  erected,  of  which  55  have  water  closets,  making  the  num¬ 
ber  in  your  district  at  the  present  time  138,  Privy  Middens 
1261,  Pail  Closets  72  and  Slop-water  Closets  8.  Forty-eight 
houses  have  had  Privy  Middens  converted  into  Pail  Closets. 
Ninety-eight  defective  Privies  have  been  improved,  including 
cleansing  and  whitewashing. 
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There  have  not  been  any  nuisances  arising  from  the  keeping 
of  animals  in  close  proximity  to  houses. 

In  regard  to  houses  and  streets,  Nelson  Street  is  now  the 
worst  in  your  district  and  requires  immediate  attention.  A 
house  at  Stand  Road,  complaints  of  which  had  been  received 
regarding  its  repair,  has  received  attention,  and  also  one  at 
Littlemoor.  At  the  present  time  we  have  one  in  Station  Road 
and  one  in  Mountcastle  Street  that  have  not  yet  received 
efficient  attention.  Our  attention  has  been  drawn  to  certain 
closets  of  houses  on  the  Racecourse  side,  and  these  will  receive 
attention  in  due  course. 

DWELLING  HOUSES.  —Notice  of  cleansing  and  white¬ 
washing  filthy  houses  have  been  complied  with  and  regular 
inspection  of  the  same  has  been  made.  There  is  still  con¬ 
siderable  over-crowding  in  your  district  and  in  many  cases  not 
sufficient  accomodation  for  the  proper  separation  of  the  sexes. 

DAIRIES,  COW  SHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS.— At  the 

present  time  we  have  34  upon  the  register.  One  farmer  has 
given  notice  that  he  intends  to  sell  milk  in  the  near  future. 
His  premises  have  been  inspected  and  renovation  uudertaken ; 
this  will  make  35.  The  work  of  bringing  the  sheds  up  to  the 
required  standard  is  being  slowly  proceeded  with.  One  old 
shed  has  been  entirely  replaced  during  the  past  year.  The 
suggestion  of  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  regard 
to  Cowsheds  have  been  freely  circulated  in  your  district.  No 
action  has  been  taken  in  causing  dairy  cows  in  the  district  to 
be  examined  by  veterinary  Surgeons. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  — These  have  re¬ 
ceived  systematic  inspection  throughout  the  year.  The  closets 
at  one  of  your  factories  are  receiving  attention,  everything  else 


being  satisfactory.  There  are  eight  home-workers  on  the 
register  in  your  district  engaged  in  tailoring  and  lace  making. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. — At  the  present  time  there 
are  five  slaughter-houses  on  the  register,  These  are  visited 
regularly  including  the  time  when  slaughtering  is  taking 
place,  both  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself.  There  is 
not  an  Inspector  with  a  special  certificate  in  meat  inspection 
appointed  by  the  Council.  During  the  past  year  no  tuber¬ 
culous  meat  was  found  in  any  of  your  area. 

BAKE-HOUSES. — There  are  three  upon  the  register  all 
of  which  have  been  under  strict  observation.  The  bake-house  f 
having  an  unsatisfactory  water-closet  referred  to  in  my  report 
last  year  has  received  attention.  The  necessary  whitewashing 
has  been  duly  performed. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES.-There  are  none  in 
your  district. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES— Nil.
